W. R. McCormick, of Ch icago, 
a gentleman of large means and a 
mining expert, h as disposed of h is 
interest in a copper mine at Or­ 
gan, New Mexico, for $7 0,000, 
and h as become associated with 
George R. Raymond, wh o recently 
came to Sedalia with h is family 
from Leadville, Col., 
and 
for 
wh om th e name of Hanbury, Ben­ 
ton county, was ch anged to Ray­ 
mond a month or so ago. 
Mr. McCormick will come to 
Sedalia in th e near future to locate, 
and, with h is coming, means th e 
investment oToth er eastern capital 
in th e mines in Benton county and 
a smelter in Sedalia. 
In fact, it 
means one of th e most gigantic 
spring booms th e city of Sedalia 
and th e towns in th e Benton county 
mineral district h ave experienced 
in years. 
In order to ascertain th e facts 
concerning Mr. McCormick^s in­ 
vestment in Benton county, a 
D e m ­ 


oc r at reporter yesterday sough t 
Mr. Raymond for an interview. 
“ I h ave just returned from Jop­ 
lin, wh ere I purch ased a loo-ton 
mill, wh ich we will put in opera­ 
tion at 
Raymond with in sixty 
days,” said Mr. Raymond. 
“ Th e purch ase of th e big mill 
means an increase in our force at 
Raymond, and, 
besides our de­ 
velopment force of men, w^e will 
h ave twenty-five oth er miners at 
work wh en th e big mill is put up. 
“ Wh at do I th ink of th e pros­ 
pects in Benton county ? 
We are 
past th e prospective view now. 
I 
am from Leadville and h ave done 
noth ing but mine all my life, and 
will state th at th e ore at Raymond 
is of similar formation of pockets 
and deposits as is found in Colo­ 
rado. 
“ Speaking of th e prospects for 
ore, we h ave more material in sigh t 
with out any furth er development 
th an we can take out in th ree 
years’ time, and we figure on tak­ 
ing out 100 tons of ore every day. 
In our main sh aft, wh ich is located 
some 7 00 feet fiom th e narrow 
gauge railway, th ere is 6 00 feet of 
development ore ready to be taken 
out. 
“ Th e ore wh ich will be taken 
from our sh aft in th e time above 
stated will amount to th ousands of 
dollars in value. 
Th irty days after 
th e mill is in running order we 
will take out an average of $S,ooo 
worth of ore every month . 
“ Down at Joplin th e operators 
are making profit out of rock in 
wh ich I could really see no value. 
Ore th ere runs from th ree per cent 
on up, wh ile in our sh aft none of 
th e ore runs less th an fifteen per 
cent, and from th at on up to 
seventy per cent. 
“ Operators at Joplin figure th ree 
per cent ore a paying business,four 
per cent ore a bonanza and five per 
cent ore clear out of sigh t. 
At 
Raymond we h ave been th rowing 
away five per cent ore. 
“ I see no reason wh y th e Benton 
county district cannot be a second

Joplin mineral field, for th e Ben­ 
ton county ore is certainly in great­ 
er quantity and th e grade is much 
h igh er. 
Th e district is now a safe 
proposition.” 
“ Wh at do you th ink about th e 
district as a wh ole?” 
h e was 
asked. 
“ I Jjelieve th e district to be an 
extensive one. 
Th ree miles from 
wh ere our present sh aft is located 
we prospected and found some 
promising deposits. OF course, th e 
district will run just th e same as 
any oth er—th ere will be uufortu- 
nate prospectors wh o will go down 
in th e wrong place. 
“ Raymond promises to be one of 
th e active mining camp^ in Mis­ 
souri, and a big building boom is 
on. 
One year ago it h ad only one 
store, wh ile at present th ere are 
fifteen buildings, and th ree restau­ 
rants and lodging h ouses are now 
in course of construction. I under­ 
stand th at a Sedalia firm h as a 
man in th e field and th at a big 
store to contain groceries and min­ 
ing supplies will beii^ut in.

COURT SAYS DID RIGHT. 


I lp n s o f Interest Picked Up from Va- 
rions Sources for the Benelit 


ct ‘*Democrat’’ Headers. 


T h e rails of the Chicago and 
Southeastern railroad, which cross­ 
es the farm of W esley Grantham, 
near 
Crawfordsville, Ind., 
were 
torn 
up and removed 
from the 
farm last W ednesday by Sheriff 
Canine, acting on a writ of eject­ 
ment 
secured 
by 
Grantham 
in 
1894. 
A l l traffic, 
including 
the 
government mail service, was ef­ 
fectually blocked. 
Injunction pro­ 
ceedings 
were 
immediately 
fil­ 
ed 
against 
Grantham, 
but 
on 
F riday, ip the circuit court. Judge 
W e s t refused to grant a temporary 
restraining order, declaring 
that 
G rantham had already been kept 
out of his property seven years, 
and that the constitution guaran­ 
teed him certain rights,with which 
the court did not propose to inter­ 
fere. 
T h e road’ s attorney asked that 
an order be made giving the road 
possession until the land could be 
condemned, but the court refused 
this, saying that the company had 
had seven years to do this, and had 
failed. 
T he court issued an order, how­ 
ever, forbidding any further de­ 
struction of the road’s property. 
G rantham ’s 
land is 
guarded by 
armed men, 
Thursday night two of the road’s 
bridges were 
blown up, one of 
them sixty feet long and fifteen 
feet high. 
M any 
loads of 
rails 
were carried off to a school house, 
three miles from the right-of-way. 
T w o hack loads of armed men 
w ent 
down 
from Ladoga, Ind., 
Friday 
night 
to 
the 
Grantham 
farm. 
The road will be blocked 
now for several days, at least, and 
Grantham ’s attorney declares pos­ 
session will 
not 
be relinquished 
until the road pays $3,000.

W . R. McCor mick, of Chicago, 
a gentleman of lar ge means and a 
mining exper t, has disposed of his 
inter est in a copper mine at Or ­ 
gan, New Mexico, 
for $70,000, 
and has become associated with 
Geor ge R. Raymond, who r ecently 
came to Sedalia with his faniily 
fr om Leadville, 
Col., 
and 
for 
whom the name of Hanbur y, Ben­ 
ton connty, was changed to Ray­ 
mond a month or so ago. 
Mr . McCor mick will come to 
Sedalia in the near futur e to locate, 
and, with his coming, means the 
investment of other easter n capital 
in the mines in Benton county and 
a smelter in Sedalia. 
In fact, it 
means one of the most gigantic 
spr ing booms the city of Sedalia 
and the towns in the Benton county 
miner al distr ict Have exper ienced 
in year s. 
In or der to ascer tain the facts 
concer ning Mr . McCor mick’s in­ 
vestment in Benton county, a D e m ­ 


o c r a t r epor ter yester day sought 
Mr . Raymond for an inter view. 
“ 
I have just r etur ned fr om Jop­ 
lin, wher e I pur chased a 100-ton 
mill, which we will put in oper a­ 
tion at 
Raymond within sixty 
days,” said Mr . Raymond. 
“ 
The pur chase of the big mill 
means an incr ease in our for ce at 
Raymond, 
and, 
besides our de­ 
velopment for ce of men, we will 
have twenty-five other miner s at 
wor k when the big mill is put up. 
“ 
What do I think of the pr os­ 
pects in Benton county ? 
We ar e 
past the pr ospective view now. 
I 
am fr om Leadville and have done 
nothing but mine all my life, and 
will state that the or e at Raymond 
is of similar for mation of pocket6 
and deposits as is found in Colo­ 
r ado. 
“ 
Speaking of the pr ospects for 
or e, we have mor e mater ial in sight 
without any fur ther development 
than we can take out in thr ee 
year s’ time, and we figur e on tak­ 
ing out 100 tons of or e ever y day. 
In our main shaft, which is located 
some 700 feet fiom the nar r ow 
gauge r ailway, ther e is 600 feet of 
development or e r eady to be taken 
out.

Spr ingfield, Major Har ley found 
the gentlemen had died a few 
days befor e his ar r ival.

Har ley continued bis jour ney on 
hor seback to St. Louis, and, after 
a few days of r est, pr oceeded up 
the Missour i r iver to Oid Fr anklin, 
near the pr esent site of Boonville.

A t one time, in Santa Fe, 
he gave a fr iend who was r etur n­ 
ing to St. Louis the sum of $50,- 
000 to deposit for him in a St.

change or expr ess companies at 
that time. 
Neither the fr iend nor money 
was ever hear d of after war d. 
On his r etur n tr ip fr cm Santa 
Fe, and while at St. Louis, Major 
Har ley met a young Ir ishjnan, by 
the name of Wm. Har dy, who had 
just ar r ived fr om the “ 
old sod.” 
He took Har dy to Fr anklin, and 
fr om ther e in his next tr ain acr oss 
the plains, finally establishing him 
in business at Tehame, Cal., wher e 
he pr osper ed, and never in the 
days of his pr osper ity did he for ­ 
get his old fr iend.

by 
Grantham in 
18 9 4, 
A ll traffic, including the 
gov ernment mail serv ice, was ef- 
lectnally blocked. Injunction pro­ 
ceedings 
were 
immediately 
fil­ 
ed against 
Grantham, 
but 
on 
Friday« i^ the circuit court. J udge 
West refused to grant a temporary 
testraining order, declaring that 
Grantham bad already been kept 
ent of his property sev en years, 
and that the constitution guaran­ 
teed him certain rights, with which 
,the conrt did not propose to inter­ 
im . 
The road’s attorney asked that 
an order be made giv ing the road 
possmion until the land could be 
condemned, but the court refused 
this« saying that the company had 
had sev en years to do this, and bad 
&iled. 
T he court issued an order, how­ 
ev er« forbidding any further de- 
atrnction o f the road’s property. 
Grantham’s land is guarded by 
armed men. 
Thursday night two of the road’s 
bridges were blown up, one of 
them sixty feet long and fifteen 
feet high. 
Many loads of rails 
were carried off to a school house, 
three miles from the right-of-way. 
Two hack loads o f armed men 
went down from Ladoga, Ind., 
Friday 
night to 
the Grantham 
farm. 
The road will be blocked 
now for sev eral days, at least, and 
Grantham’s attorney declares pos­ 
session w ill not be relinquished 
nntil the road pays $3,000. . 
May Abolish the Commissiou. 
A bill was introduced in the 
senate at J efferson City Friday by 
Mr. Farris, o f Crawford, to abolish 
the railroad and warehouse com­ 
mission. 
The same measure was 
introduced in the house by Mr. 
Phillips, o f Laclede. 
The bill prov ides that in 19 03 
the gov ernor shall appoint a rail­ 
road and warehouse commissioner, 
to be confirmed by the senate, and 
to serv e for four years.

e d commissioifers now in office 
shall serv e until their terms ex­ 
pire. and after the year 19 05 there 
shall be one commissioner, who 
shall perform all the duties of the 
present commission.

age, Tenn., on one of the major’s 
visits to the general there. 
Major Harley always spoke in 
the highhest terms* of Clay, \Veb- 
ster, Jackson and‘others lie met in 
those days, and often said he hoped 
to live long enough to see one more 
democratic president elected. 
His 
hopes were realized in the election 
ot Grover Cleveland, in whom he 
was sorely disappointed as a demo­ 
crat. 
During the 
civil 
war Major 
Harley was a staunch union man, 
but at its close he espoused the 
cause of democracy and was a 
warm supporter of Frank P. Blair 
for the United States senate from 
Missouri. Although a strong union 
man, he was a warm supporter of 
Gen. “ Pap” Price, and on his 
raids through this section Gen. 
Price made Major Harley’s resi­ 
dence his home, as did also some 
of the federal generals during their 
short stay in Boonville 
During his brief business career 
at Franklin, the high waters of 
18 44 8 wept away all of Major Har­ 
ley’s possessions, and left him pen­ 
niless. 
He, with others, then lo­ 
cated and platted the town of 
Boonville, and with Col. Jos. L. 
Stephens, Jas. Nelson and Harvey 
M. Bruce, founded the Central, 
now the Central National bank, of 
Boonville, and Major Harley was 
one of its directors as long as he 
lived. 
During his long life he raised 
and cared for many of his kinfolks, 
among whom may be mentioned 
the O’Neill, the Brant, the Ram­ 
sey and Beatty families. 
To all of 
these he gave liberally; 
at his 
death, by will, he gave to each 
Catholic and Protestant church of 
Boonville the sum of $100 and to 
each negro church the sum of $50. 
Major Harley was 
born and 
reared a Presbyterian, and was 
baptized in the old Dr. 
Gray 
church at the foot of Cave Hills, 
near : Belfast, but never affiliated 
with any church. 
He claimed that 
if a man lived up to the teachings 
of the Masonic order it was all 
that he needed in this life, and he 
need have no fears of the hereafter. 
Major Harley was buried from 
the Episcopalian church in Boon­ 
ville, 
under 
the rites 
of 
the 
Knights 
Templar 
and 
all 
Masonic degrees, Judge W. M. 
Williams officiating. 
In his trips across the plains 
Major Harley often told the writer 
of his hairbreadth escapes from the 
Indians. 
At one time he had a 
train of fifty wagons, with from 
four to six yoke of oxen to each 
wagon. 
A snow storm caught 
them on the mountain and the next 
morning they did not have enough 
live oxen left to pull one wagon. 
They had all been frozen in the 
snow storm of the night previous. 
About sunrise the Indians attacked 
them and for several days they 
fought them, until the next train 
came up, giving them relief. 


Mu j :>r Harley seldom took any 
part in politics, although often 
solicited to accept some state of­ 
fice, and in his time he could have 
been elected to any office in the 
gift of the democracy of Missouri. 
Major Harley was a grand and 
noble man, dispensing his charities 
quietly and never making a show 
of them. 
He died as he had lived, a grand 
and noble man, without a known 
enemy in the world, but loved and 
respected by all who knew him.
